Suiprine TELEGRAMS.—The steamer Corea (being the second of that 


name lost in China) has been wrecked on Breaker Piont. The powder hulk 
Zephyr and the Bremen schooner Themis have been blown up in Hong 
Kong harbour. The Lady Louisa, from Shanghai to New York, got ashore in 
Straits Sunda and put into Batavia. The Glenclune has arrived at Yoko- 
hams, the Borealis at Shanghai, and the Shunlee at Hong Kong. 

Advices from Japan state that an agreement has been signed for a new 
settlement at Yokohama. 


THE TROOPS FOR SINGAPORE. 

In a previous issue we announced that certain troops were 
about to be despatched to Singapore, and that the tenders for 
their conveyance by the Zenvobia and Norwood had been ac- 
cepted. We now learn that their departure is countermanded, 
ostensibly on account of the season of the year being unfavour- 
able ; but the real reason is, we understand, a disagreement 
between the Horse Guards and the War Office as to tho dispatch 
of the troops. A very pretty quarrel this, for which of course 
the public will suffer. The Admiralty simply fulfilled the 
orders of the Horse Guards in inviting and accepting tenders, 
but the owners of the Zenobia and Norwood will doubtless 
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claim compensation from that department for their detention

and loss of contract, for the Admiralty would assuredly have 
compelled them to atone for any breach of agreement they 
might have committed, and it is not to be supposed that ship 
owners will allow themselves to be played with like shuttlecocks 
among the different departments of Her Mujesty’s Government, 
With regard to the time of year, the Horse Guards autho- 
rities seem to have imbibed the notion that Singapore must 
necessarily be included in the same category with Hong Kong ; 
whereas all who are practically acquainted with the two places 
know that the climates are as different as possible, and that what 
would be a bad season at one is not necessarily so at the other. 
The sooner the relative powers of the War Office and the 
Horse Guards are clearly defined, the better it will be for the 
public service. 


THE KIACHTA TELEGRAPH SERVICE TO CHINA. 

On another page will be found the prospeetus of this service, 
which now affords the safest and most expeditious medium of 
communication with China. It will be open to the public 
tomorrow, and will be available for outward messages until the 
19tk November. 

It is intended that the Annual China Dinner, which bas now 
become a recognised institution, shall take place this season (as 
it did last) during the Derby week. We understand that Major 
Brine, who as honorary secretary has hitherto arranged all 
matters connected with it, is now forming a strong committee 
to act with him. 


In reference to the proposed new postal service to India and 
China, we observe that H.M.’s Government has given notice to 
the P, and O. Company to terminate the present yearly oon- 
tract, asa preliminary step. 


Te launch of the screw beam engine steamer, built on the 
Clyde by Messrs. Napier and Co., under the superintendence of 
Captain Castilla, for Messrs. Jardine, Matheson, and Co., took 
place on the 16th. She was christened the Lamont. 





Tue decision previously given in the case of the Asiatic and 
Agra Banks has been reversed, and the claim of £6,000 on 
account of Dickson, Tatham, and Co. is allowed. 





Tue Late Cotonet NEALE.—Colonel Neale, whose death was 
recorded in our lest issue, was Secretary of Legation in China from 
1860 to 1862. and Charge d’Affaires in Japan from 1862 io 1864. He wa 
with Sir Frederick Bruce when the British Legation was first established 
at Peking ; was in charge of the Legation at Yedo, when the murderous 
attack was made on it in 1863, and was present at the battle of Kagosima. 
He was made a C.B. in 1863. At the time of his death he was Charge 
d’Affaires at the Republic of Ecudor, where he is succeeded by Mr. F. 
Hamilton, Secretary of Legation at Stockholm. 

TRIAL OF THE S.S. ‘* Hayo-Maro.”—On the 7th instant this fine 
twin-screw steamer left Cubitt Town moorings for Gravesend, and on the 
8th proceeded to try her speed at the measured mile. The result of the 
trials gave an average speed of about 15 knots, the engines making 125 
revolutions per minute. This must be considered highly satisiactory as 
there was a gale blowing at the time. The Hayo-Maro was built by 
Messrs. Dudgeon, of Milwall, and was originally designed for a blockade- 
runner. She has now been refitted with great care to adapt her for the 
China and Japan coast trade, and will shortly sail from Cardiff for Yoko- 
hama, calling at intermediate ports, under the command of Captain Carnes. 
She proceeds to the consignment of Messrs. Textor and Co., of Japan, 
and will doubtless prove one of the fastest and most comfortable steamers 


in those waters.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ) 

The Second Chamber of the States General assembled on the 12th 
instant, and the discussions were at once opened upon the definitive 
budgets, now that the Ministers at last have answered the section reports 
upon the different chapters. These papers are very interesting, but very 
voluminous ; so that I am obliged to mention only the principal facts and 
promises. The general political contemplations may be passed over. They 
are not only very short, but they relate only to the Constitutional questions 
that lead to the dissolving of tha Second Chamber. The Ministers of course 
defend themselves against the censure of their measures, and they inaist 
that the past ought to be forgotten, and that the Opposition must seek its 
force in the measures and Bills that will be proposed by the Government. 

According to the promise of the Minister of Justice, the Military 
Code will be partly revised, a new Bill about the redeeming of the 
right of tithing will be laid before the members, a new police-law 
put in operation, a commission appointed to examine the improve- 
ment of the law relating to public notaries. ‘The Minister is also 
busy with a acheme of a new penal code and as far as 
possible revoking laws of foreign origin that are still in force. 
He states further that it is not his intention to abolish capital punish- 
ment, this measure not being advisable without the total revisal of the 
whole code now in force. 

A great many pages are filled up by the Minister of the Marine 
department with a description of his system; of course it is impos- 
sible to reproduce these reasonings here. Ilis principal aim is the 
defence of our coasts, river mouths, and colonies; without giving up 
the idea of an active marine he gives the assurance that there will 
always be plenty of seamen for the equipment of the several men 
of war, the more now that only two hundred men are necessary for the 
jronclads and monitors instead of five hundred men for the steam fri- 
gates. The minister thinks it necessary to construct fortresses at Texel, 
Nieuwe Diep, Durgerdam, &c. He asks furthera credit of 6,175,000f. for 
the construction of three monitors and for three first-class ironclads, which 
are to be armed with Woulwich gunaof 9} inch bore, for which a further 
240,000f. is wanted. Notwithstanding the India marine will in future 
belong to a particular administration, he wishes to have but one corps 
of maritime soldiers. The minister desires also that the ironclads be built 
in this country, not only that we nav have the free disposal of the ships 
under all circumstances, but because the Government has already ex- 
perienced difficulties with foreign shipbuilders; the iron and steel plates, 
however, will be ordered abroad. The Government wharfs at Flushing 
will be removed to Amsterdam. 

The smuggling treaties with Prussia and Hanover having expired, our 
Government is in course of negotiation with Prussia for a new treaty, 
Negotiations with England about an extradition treaty are not to be 
opened before there are proofs that such a treaty will be concluded between 
France and Eingland. Notwithstanding the war that prevailed in Japan 
the Government had the pleasure to receive good news as to our com- 
mercial relations with that country, The Minister denies that our Con- 
gul-General in Japan is a trudesman or an agent of the Dutch Trading 
Company, so that thereabout no complaints can be made. As to the 
remark that the indemnification paid by the Japan Government for the ex- 
pedition in the Straits of Simonoseki should’ not be divided in equal parts, 
so that our Government should have received a too small amount of that 
sum, the Minister denies this, and declines to propose to the States- 
General to indemnify private persons living at Japan for losses which they 
might have experienced by that expedition. ‘The Minister does not deal 
with the wish of some members of the Stutes-General that our corps 
diplomatique ought to be abulished, but he thinks it necessary that our 
corps consuluire should be re-orgauised. 

I need scarcely say that the lasé measure of the Minister of the Colonial 
Department, viz., the abolition of the alternate charterings of vessels (built 
in Holland) for conveying produce from the Kast Indies to our harbours at 
a very high and fixed rate for account at the Government, created much 
sensation here, bechuse the monopoly of our shipowners was totally annulled. 
Not only the Government will profit by the lower freights when this year 
will have elapsed, because only those ships will be chartered whose owners 
subscribe the lowest rate, but also those vessels that are built abroad and 
bought by Dutch houses may become concurrents. Lven the Liberal 
Government that preceded the actual ‘Cabinet hesitated to apply this 
measure which was proposed by four Rotterdam shipowners some years ago 

For three years some Dutch traders have complained to the Government,. 
stating that they experienced heavy losses by the war between England 
and Japan in 1863. They assert that the Dutch Government has no 
force in that country for the protection of the Europeans living there and 
their valuable merchandise, so they were obliged to engage, for their own 
account, shipping room to save their goods. ‘The Minister Cremers de- 
clined to grant indemnitications or to ask them from the Japanese Govern- 
ment, because the losses did not issue by any unjust act of that Govern- 
ment. When Mr. van Zuvlen succeeded Mr. Cromers they again asked 
for an indemnification of f.158,537,50, but he also declined to make a 
proposal of that kind to the States General. But now the Amsterdam 
and Rotterdam houses have addressed themselves direct to the Second 
Chamber of the States General; they fully explain their grievance, and 
request that one of the members will take the initiative for this step, 
because the Minister declines to do so. In the meanwhile they ask that a 
pro-memoria post will be brought upon the budget of 1867. 

The memoir of the Minister for the Colonial Department is of high 
interest, because the Minister gives at Jast positive explanations about his 
policy, which is as Conservative as poasible, He states his plans as follows :— 
He wishes to maintain ina conscientious way the existing laws, to enforce 
@ more extensive system of education for [Europeans and natives, 
to regulate the distribution of grounds so as to enlarge private industry ; 
to improve the justice and police laws; to maintain public order; and, 
Jastly, to adopt all such measures that will tend to improve the welfare 
ofour colonies. With regard to the Government cultures he thinks that 
any alteration would prove to be premature and dangerous; the Minister 
has taken the necessary measures to prevent these cultures being 
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decreased or prejudiced, and is of opinion that it would be a true disaster 
forthe Javanese if the Government should give them the right of 
possessing landed property. The personal services of the natives 
(heerediensten) are, according to his opinion, gradually to be decreased, 
which at last must leal to a total abolition. The expenses in behalf 
of India cannot be decreased, but he declines to abolish taxes which now 
are in force. <A Bill to increase the salaries of the Indja heads will at 
once be laid before the House. The plans to construct a telegraphic com- 
munication between Batavia and Singapore in eonpection with Rangoon, 
and also between Java and Australia, have failed. A Dutchman has 
now communicated to the Government his plans for the construction of a 
European-Asiatic telegraphic system, byt particulars are not yet known, 
In the meanwhile the Government is anxioqus to extend telegraphic com- 
munication to Java and Sumatra. The punishment of natives by flogging 
with canes will, as much as possible, be decreased.

From the memoir of the Minister of the IIome Department I only 
derive that the quarantine Inws are to be altered, that a law will be laid 
before the members to regulate academical instruction, that the pawn- 
brokers’ shops will be regulated by a new Jaw, that the costs of telegraphic 
despatches will be decreased, that a new poor-law is in construction, and 
that the patent rights will be maintained by this ministry. 

The memoir of the Minister of War states that within a very short 
period 40,000 ritles will be altered into breach-luaders, and that 2,000,000 
cartridges will be ready at the sametime. The cost will be 8f. per rifle, 
and for the cartridges 2$c., so that an extraordinary credit of 624,650f. 
is demanded. It is not yet decided which system will be preferred for 
buying new rifles, but so much is certain, that another 30,UU0 rifles are 
wanted, which perhaps may be bought at 40f. each. 

The Trading Company has published a very important resolution of the 
Minister of the Colonial Department, regarding the chartering of ships 
fur conveying produce from the East Indies to Dutch harbours, and by 
which it is fixed that from the bezinning of the year 1868 the alternate char- 
terings of the Kast Indiamen will be abolished, and likewise the fixed rate 
of freights of 110f. and 105f. per last. From the said date the charterin 
will be made by public tender, and the lowest tender will be preferred. The 
tenders will be invited here as well as in India; four fifths of the required 
tonnage will be contracted for here and one-fifth in India. All the Dutch 
and Dutch-India vessels with a tonnage of more than 175 lasts will have 
the right of competing under the stipulations in the charter contracts of 
the Trading Company. Vessels built in foreign countries, but which are 
now navigating under the Duteh flag, are no longer excluded. Very im- 
portant alterations are made also in the charter contracts, and likewise the 
shipbrokers’ fees are abolished. I need not say that these measures, how- 
ever liberal and just they may be, meet with much opposition by our sbip- 
owners, who are suddenly delivered to self-help, to which they are not ac- 
customed at all. It was formerly customary for their ships, having re- 
turned from the East, with a cargo for the Trading Company, to wait in 
harbour until their turn arrived again to be chartered, and then a freight 
was paid of twice to thrice the rate of the open market. Even our Rot- 
terdam owners object to this measure, notwithstanding they are obliged to 
applaud it, they calling themselves ‘ Liberals.” 

According to the statistical returns of the cholera that prevailed here 
from the 2ist April to the 1st December, 1866, the persons attacked were 
31,655, of which number 19,490 died. The epidemic prevailed in 658 of 
the 1,135 communities, with a population of 2,698,448. 

A good deal of sensation has been created here by the address for- 
warded to the Minister of the Colonial Department by thirty-seven of the 
principal traders of Sourabaya, in which address they protest against the 
‘‘ hazardous” policy during the last four years of the Government ip 
India; further, they state their adherence to and their sympathy with the 
Conservative policy of this Ministry. 

The rinderpest still prevails here in a very vehement manner. The 
attacks during the week ending 26th January amounted to 3,251, against 
8,886 and 4,392 in both the previous weeks. Notwithstanding the num- 
ber of attacks is somewhat decreasing, the epidemic is spreading in such 
a frightful way that a special commission advised the Minister to 
slaughter the whole stock of cattle in the provinces that were attacked, 
and to burn the dead bodies, with the hay and straw of the farms, to 
destroy in that manner this frightfal contagion. 

In Amsterdam a new plan has been organised by Mr. W. C. Timmer- 
man for enlarging that town, with new harbours, new embankments, and 
new piers, but the cost will amount to 20 millions. In the same town @ 
gigantic brewery was opened some days ago, that will furnish us and our 
colonies with good and cheap beer; last, not least, I can mention about 
that town, that the lottery loan in behalf of the Crystal Palace, of 1,000,000 
francs, was fully subscribed. ; 

The report of the commission appointed for the re-organisation of the 
Military Academy at Breda is ready; the new Governor, Schonatedt, has 
already entered upon his functions. 

A terrific gale prevailed here last week, by which the American [ship 
Addison, Captain Sloan, was totally lost. This ship arrived on our coast 
with a valuable cargo from Batavia, and was bound fer Amsterdam. She 
foundered near the Noorder Haaks (Isle of Texel). The captain, mate, 
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and four men were saved by the lifeboat; twenty-three men, amongst 
which the wife and child of the captain, were drowned. 

A telegram that was received here from Batavia (via Point de Galle), 
states that a fearful fire has prevailed in Palembang, by which two 
tobacco booths were destroyed. It is said that the damage done amounts 
to 200,000 francs, but undoubtedly this sum is overrated. 

The Budget for 1867 shows a deficit of 6,961,028 francs. 

The second iron paddle steamer Zimor, destined for the service in the 
East Indies, has been launched with good success at the ironworks of 
Feyenoord. This steamer will be provided with engines of 200-borse

Wasa very active demand for the consumption and good ord. was wil- 
lingly paid with 42 to 424c. A good deal of indignation has been 
created by the new stipulations on which the ‘Trading Company 
will sell in future, and by which it is appointed that no samples 
will be given, but that the parcels may be seen, during the five days 
before the auction. The brokers will publish some days before the 
auction the descriptions, taste and valuations of the parcels. Un- 
Woubtedly these measures only are taken on advice of the brokers who 
wish to maintain themselves in that way and in favour of the first hand, 
because it is for the second hand and grocers made impossible to expose 
themselves to such an hazardous buying; they have no rights for claims 
at all, even should it be that green coffee should be delivered to them 
whilst they meant to buy brown sorts, and paid for this quality. Gene- 
rally these stipulations are severely condemned. The Trading Company 
has held its auction of 172,498 b. Java and Padang. The white sorts 
were paid with $ to 3c. above valuation, whilst for the other sorts the 
valuation was paid in full. No. 1 was paid with 40§c. to 404c., No. 2 
with 40c., No. 8 with 42}c., No. 5 with 394c., No. 80 with 45c., and 
No. 102 with 45}c. All was sold, so that the measure to give no samples 
any more, which caused so many claims, has not badly influenced upon 
this anction. ‘he private transactions only included 3,155 b. Padang 
ex Ione at 40$c. to 464c., and 500 b. Padang ex Ramsey at 45} to 460.

RUSSIA, GERMANY, &c. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


Hamopure, Fes. 13. 

The gentlemen on the other side of the Elbe have either no luck or do 
not understand the way to make money as shipowners, for several attempts 
made at Hamburg at different times have all signally failed, and now tbe 
Joint-Stock Shipowners Company, formed to monopolise the carrying 
trade to the Far East, has resolved to sell all their eight ships for what 
they will fetch, and then wind up the concern. ‘The Hanoverian flag, 
under which they sailed, is no longer in existence, it having been abolished 
by Royal decree, signed by the King of Prussia on the 4th of last month, 
and all vessels of the former kingdom of Hanover, so suddenly and un- 
expectedly snuffed out, are ordered tu wear the Prussian colours for the 
present. 

Apropos de bottes, it is announced that the new flag for the North 
German Confederation has been decided on, and is to consist of three 
horizontal stripes—black, white, and red—this being a combination of the 
Prussian colours (black and white), with those of the Hanseatic cities 
(white and red), and will somewhat tend to enliven the hitherto painfally 
triste and lugubrious flag of Prussig. ‘The distinguishing mark for the 
ships of war in addition to the usual pennant is not yet decided ; some say 
it will be the Prussian eagle in the centre of the white field, others that a 
piece will be cut out as in the Danish and Swedish navies, but nothing has 
yet been officially published, and I do not believe anything is settled. 

Herr von Brandt, the Prussian Consul at Yokolama, left Berlin last 
week to return to his post in Japan, On his arrival in Germany last year, 
on leave of absence for the benefit of his health, hostilities were just about 
to commence, and in his capacity of Landwehr Officer he repaired imme~ 
diately to the seat of war, where he was appointed one of the aides-de- 
camp of General the Duke of Ujest, subsequently Governor-General of 
Moravia, and, after taking part in several of the great battles in Bohemia, 
went through the distressing period of the cholera, which swept off so 
many soldiers of the Prussian army. The senior aide-de-camp of the 
Duke fell a victim to the epidemic, and Herr von Brandt had a severe 
attack of it, from which he has only just recovered, having been obliged 
for a long time to use the waters of Schwalbach and Wiesbaden. He 
now returns to his civil] post at the urgent request of the Germans at 
Yokohama, where he will probably be the future Minister. 

The civil authorities at Altona call on all persons having claims on the 
late Captain Teter Heinrich Ahrenholdt, of the ship Georg Andreas, who 
was murdered by pirates in the China seas on the 26th of March, 1866, 
to send in their claims, accompanied by the needful vouchers, either 
personally or by letter, on or before the 9th of May next. 

As the subscriptions in aid of the ‘‘ National Invalide Institution” now 
amount to more than 252,000 dollars it is considered high time to take 
some steps towards its execution, and the King has now given his 
Royal consent to the deed authorising its constitution and containing the 
“statutes” or bye-laws for its regulation. The only alteration he made 
was a change in the name it is to bear, which is altered from the above 
into that of the “ Victoria National Institution,” a graceful compliment 
to his Royal Highness the Princess Royal of England, now Crown Princess 
of Prussia, as it was that exalted lady who originated the idea, and it was 
in consequence of her urgent representations that the Crown Prince isened 
his memorable proclamation from Brunn last summer, calling on all 
Germans everywhere to subscribe to the institution, which appeal has been 
so largely and cheerfully responded to in all parts of the globe. : It is to 
be a sort of Chelsea Hospital, for the residence and support of military 
pensioners wounded and maimed in the late war. Among the latest con- 
tributions received is the munificent sum of 5,619 dollars, collected among 
the Germans at Hong Kong, including the proceeds of a concert given by 
the German Quartett Singing Club at that port, and I further notice a re- 
mittance of £816. 19s., collected by the Prussian Consul at Kanagawa 
from fifty-two Germans residing there. 

The Hydographical Department at St. Petersburg has received intelli- 
gence of a dangerons reef being discovered in the Bay of Possiet, in the 
Sea of Japan, which had been surveyed and found to be in 42 deg. 34 
min. north latitude, and 130 deg. 52 min. 4 sec. long. east of Greenwich. 
It is 64 miles from the island of Tourojelm and 84 from Cape Ostreno. 
It is in the form of a triangle, and the greatest depth of water on it is 
only ten feet. It has been named “ Klykow's reef,” after its discoverer. 





Lauxcu.—Messrs. A. Hall and Co. launched recently from their yard 
at Aberdeen a very fine clipper ship, constructed on the composite prin- 
ciple to class Al at Lloyd's i 13 years, of 1,075 tons builder's Hse hl 
ment, and 1,014 tons register.

ANOTHER CHINESE FLEET. 

Wuen the notabie scheme elaborated by Mr. Lay, and car 
ried out by the same gentleman in conjunction with Captain 
SHERARD OSBORN, came to an untimely erd, we were disposed 
to prophesy that at least many years must elapse before a 
similar enterprise was again undertaken. The failure of the 
Anglo-Chinese expedition argued either the incompetency of the 
leaders or the ignorance and duplicity of the Chinese Govern- 
ment. Some were disposed to take one view, while many 
inclined to the other. It would seem, however, that Monsicur 
HQUEL came to the conclusion that the fault lay in the 
mismanagement whereof eithereMr. Lay or Captain Osporn 
was guilty, and that the Chinese are capable of appreciating 
the advantage to be gained by acquiring a powerful naval arm. 
At any rate such is the deductien to be drawn from the con- 
joined action of MM. Giquet and D’AIQUEBELLE, both gentlemen 
well xnown by repute to those who are interested in the march 
of events in China. It will be remembered that M. D'ArquE- 
BELLE was the officer placed in command of the Ningpo Franco- 
Chinese contingent at the time when WarD was engaged in 
drilling a native force for action against the Taiping rebels in 
the neighbourhood of Shanghai. His services at that time 
were rewarded by large pay and various titles and decorations 
conferred upon him by the provincial authorities. M. G1queL 
has for many years been in the service of the Chinese Govern- 
ment, and strange to say, he has never had to complain of 
neglect or obstructive interference. The plan adopted by 
French officers employed by the Imperial authorities has 
always differed considerably from those in vogue amongst 
English officers in analogous positions. The former have 
invariably acted upon their own responsibility, have made up 
their minds to a course, and pursued it, trusting to success 
as an earnest of the approbation of the native officials. The 
latter have, on the contrary, claimed constant instructions, and 
by continual reference to the responsible Chinese officers 
have avoided even the appearance of aggression. It is 
easy to perceive which course was theoretically the more 
just, but it is also a fact that in practice the 
French system worked better than did ours. The French 
have been satisfied with a mere locus standt,and are content 
to leave the future to take care of itself; we demanded 
conventions, agreements and commissions, during the prepara- 
tion of which the Chinese got tired of us. The practical suc- 
cess of French schemes was due to the principle of treating the 
Chinese nation as incapable of thinking or acting for itself ; the 
moral beauty of ours lay in the scrupulous adherence they dis- 
played to the rights of the Chinese as a Power equal to us in 
respectability. 

But there are many other particulars in which the new 
scheme differed from the old. The first and most important 
was, that whereas Mr. Lay designed to supply the Chinese 
with a fleet ready made, M. Giquet proposed to teach them 
how to make one for themselves. Mr. Lay presented a set of 
very beautiful, very valuable, but rather expensive golden eggs ; 
M. Giquet offered to supply the very goose that lays these 
treasures. Mr. Lay demanded vast sums to be laid out in 
English dockyards for vessels which, if disabled, would be obliged 
to return to England or to an English possession for repair ; M. 
GrqugEL asked for a moderate sum to start a dockyard and foundry 
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which, while supplying vessels and guns for Government use, 
would help by private engagements to pay the expenses in- 
volved. Again, the Lay-OsBorN expedition was essentially 
English, and could claim no support or sympathy from 
the other great Western Powers. On the contrary, it was 
calculated to excite jealousy and apprehension; for, as consti- 
tuted, the Anglo-Chinese fleet was virtually an addition to the 
English force in China waters. To quote from the memorandum 
to which we have already alluded :—“ Osborn engages not to 
“attend to any order conveyed through any other channel than 
“through Lay, and Lay upon his part engages to refuse to be 
“the medium of any orders of the reasonableness of which he is 
“ not satisfied.’ M. (irqgueL proposed that, in addition to the 
dockyard and arsenal, there should be a school for shipbuilding 
and a naval school, cach to have thirty students, whereof 
those who attended in the former were to be taught French, 
and those in the latter English. The naval school was 
likewise to be undcr the management of Englishmen and 
Americans, who would thus share in all the details of the 
plan. Of course the general supervision would be in the hands 
of MM. Giquri and D‘AIGUEBELLE, who as the originators of 
the proposal are certainly entitled to the highest posts. But 
it speaks eloquently for the far-sighteducss of these gentle- 
men that their proposed institution is European in character— 
not exclusively French. It was proposed to build transports of 
about 600 tons burden, carrying four or six guns, with engines 
of 150-horse power ; and 80-horse power gunboats, 

So far, the new scheme for providing the Chinese with a 
fieet and dockyard of their own scemed promising enough, and 
until very recently there appeared to be a reasonable chance of 
its being successfully carried out. Tso, the Viceroy, was 
undoubtedly a warm supporter of the project, and caused a 
special appropriation of funds to be made for it out of the 
provincial treasury, 50,000 taels of which was received by M. 
GiquEL “on account” before his departure for Europe. A 
Foochow correspondent writes in unqualified commendation of 
the undertaking, representing all circumstances as being highly 
favourable, and its accomplishment all but a certainty. But a 
correspondent at Hong Kong, whose sources of information we 
believe to be most reliable, takes quite a different view of the 
matter, and states that the scheme has been from the first 
disapproved by the Peking Cabinet, and that the Viceroy has 
been removed from his post in consequence of the support he 
has given it. Should this prove to be the case, M. G1quet’s 
plan willsimply be shelved as failure number two—for which 
the 50,000 taels “on account” may, or may not, be ade- 
quate compensation. We are far from wishing, however, 
that all attempts to provide China with a fleet should 
prove abortive. We have nothing to gain in keeping 
China degraded and powerless, but, on the contrary, we 
consult our own interests while we assist in fulfilling the 
destinies of nations, by raising her to a respectable position. 
She can never become too powerful for us, but she may be 
raised to such a position as will enable her to protect her own 
trade, and relieve England, France, aud America of the 
responsibilities under which they now lie in view of the ex- 
tent and importance of the European and American commercial 
relations with China.

THE CHANGES IN THE STRAITS GOVERNMENT.! 

NumrROUs complaints reach us regarding the impending 
changes in the Straits Government, founded, not on the transfer 
from one department to another, but on the immediate removal 
of the Resident Councillors, whose experience and knowledge 
of the language and customs will, it is thought, be more than 
ever neccessary during the transitional period that must elapse 
before the new Governor and his staff can become quite au fart 
in the affairs of the colony. Their removal from office is also 
regarded as a hardship to these gentlemen themselves ; but in 
this opinion we cannot quite concur. The necessity of ulti- 
mately superseding them is clearly unavoidable, and we doubt 
whether it is not better for their own interests that they should 
be set free at once, and thus become eligible for other posts 
appertaining to their own proper department than be detained 
for an uncertain period to act as “‘ warming-pans ” while being 
“ pumped ” of their local knowledge by their intended successors, 
only to be cast off when done with. Moreover, we cannot 
suppose that these officials will le allowed to lose either position 
or emolument by circumstances so entirely beyond their own 
control. They will simply revert to the Indian Government, 
and on reporting themselves at headquarters after being 
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released from their present duties, will surely not have to wait 
long for employment at least equal in advantages to that which, 
through no fault of their own, they are now obliged to re- 
linquish. For the rest, the case is simply an example of the 
“ups and downs” which, however inconvenient, aro inevitable 
accompaniments of such changes of government as the force 
of circumstances occasionally necessitates, 


THE LAST OF THE LAY-OSBORN FLEET. 

*~ A SUPPLEMENTARY estimate for the Civil Service has just been 
issued, and among the items it includes, we observe a sum of 
£101,300 which is to be voted this sessiun, “to jenable Her 
“ Masrsty’s Government to make good to the Chinese Govern- 
‘ment the estimated value of certain ships which belonged to 
“the late Anglo-Chinese flotilla. This estimate ’’ (it is explained) 
“is for the difference between the sum promised to the Chinese 
“Government on account of this property and the sum realised 
“by the sale of the ships. One of the vessels is still unsold, 
“and any sum which may hereafter be received from the sale 
“ will be paid into the Exchequer.” When this estimate comes 
before the House of Commons we trust that a well-timed ques- 
tion to Her Masesty’s Ministers will elicit some expla- 
nation regarding the gross blunder which alone could 
have made such a payment necessary. As we pointed 
out at the time, the failure of the Lay-Ossorn scheme 
must necessarily entail a very heavy loss upon the 
Chinese Government, aud was in fact a. misfortune which gave 
them every claim to our sympathy ; but that is no reason why 
any portion of the loss should be made to fall on British tax- 
payers, The mischief is done, and we suppose is beyond 
remedy, for the present administration clearly cannot be held 
accountable for the faults of their predecessors. Still, the 
Foreign-office records must contain the details of these very 
misty transactions, and the estimates should not be allowed to 
pass without an effort to throw some light on them. 


THE EASTERN ASIA TELEGRAPH.— RANGOON 

TO SINGAPORE, 

THe discussion in our columns on the relative merits of a 
submarine cable and a land line between Rangoon and Singa- 
pore, has elicited some able arguments on both sides, So far, 
however, the preponderance of evidence is undoubtedly in 
favour of the land line, and this is further strengthened by the 
letter of “ A Promoter” inserted below. It is true that the 
acts of hostile natives, and the rapid growth of the jungle in a 
wild and thinly inhabited country, might render the main- 
tenance of an ordinary land line a work of some difficulty ; it 
is true also that the ultimate cost of establishing one might 
prove heavier than is estimated in the company’s prospectus. 
Still, experience shows that a submarine cable laid on a rocky 
bottom abounding with coral formations is exposed to far more 
destructive agencies than those above named, and that the 
enormous expense of constant repairs (to say nothing of the 
possible entire destruction of the cable) would be ruinous to 
any company. Under these circumstances it is impossible to 
doubt that the decision of the directors in favour of a land line 
is a prudent one, and we trust there will be no further unne- 
cessary delay in commencing it. The hesitation evinced in 
formally launching the scheme here must, we suppose, be 
viewed as a concession to the public feeling that has lately pre- 
vailed against new undertakings ; but in this the directors have 
been somewhat over-scrupulous, for the promptness with which 
the entire capital of the new British and American Telegraph 
Company has been subscribed is a clear proof that inves- 
tors have once more regained the power of discriminating 
between Jona fide undertakings and mere bubble schemes. The 
undeniable soundness of their project might, we think, em- 
bolden the directors at once to invite the public to subscribe 
the necessary capital, and they would soon find themselves in 
& position to commence active operations.

(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 


S1r,—In your paper of the 26th November last you gave the opinion of 


Sir C. T. Bright on the subject of submarine rersus land lines of telegraph, 
and you inserted a letter signed “An Engineer” upon the Eastern Asia 
Telegraph. 

The opinion of Sir Charles Bright is undoubtedly entitled to respect, 
but it appears to me that he understates the difficulties which a sea cable 
is likely to encounter in these seas from rocky bottom and coral, not to 
speak of ships’ and boats’ anchors. ‘The failure of the Red Sea cable 
was not due to the nature of the bottom, but arose from circumstances 
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quite unconnected with the locality; but how about the lines between 
Singapore and Batavia? ‘These seas are full of busy life, and the cable 
was found to be quickly destroyed by the attacks of numerous enemies. 
The roeky bottom at shallow depths chafed it quickly through, the coral 
either acted in the same way, or else the cable, becoming embedded in it, 
could not be disengaged when it was wished to overbaul the line, so that it 
ceased to work a few months after it was submerged, and very little of it 
was ever recovered. 

“An Engineer” does not carry that conviction to my mind which he 
would had he known more of the subject he writes about. I am not 
aware that Colonel Robertson ever visited these countries, and therefore 
I receive with caution his evidence as to the ‘‘ enormous practical difficulty 
to be encountered from the wild nature of the country,” because it does not 
tally with my personal experience, nor with that of others who are better 
acquainted with the country than I am, and who have traversed it in all direc- 
tions. The Dutch lines through Java work well, and considerable progress 
has been made with those carried through the jungles of Sumatra, whilst tle 
British line from Calcutta to Moulmein is carried through a country pre- 
senting more physical difticulties than that lying to the south thereof. An 
officer of considerable experience in Indian and Birmah telegraphs writes 
me: ‘Ifthe ralers of the countries through which you pass will protect 
the line, there is no fear of its working well, and being constructed with 
ease and small cost ;” and the chiefs having undertaken to protect the line, 
and being able to doso, I am at a Joss to divine the nature of the enormous 
difficulties which are said to be in the way. 

I do not pretend to estimate the value of the opinion that “ the scheme 
put forward in the prospectus is most immature, both from an engineering 
and political point of view,” as it is enunciated by a person who has evi- 
dently never visited the country or studied the aspect of it, and who is 
ignorant of the nature of the governments of the provinces through which 
the line may pass; but “‘ An Engineer” may be pleased to learn that the 
calculations have been based upon a knowledge of the prices of the various 
articles required (insulators included), of the cost of similar lines in 
neighbouring countries, of the engineering difficulties likely to be encoun- 
tered, of the facilities for the conveyance of stores and workmen; and if 
“the only reason that the telegraphs in India have ro lamentably failed is 
because they were constructed too cheaply,” it will be easy for the Kastern 
Asia Telegraph Company to secure perfection at an enhanced price, though 
at a considerably smaller expense than a sea cable, whilst, to use the 
words of Sir C. Bright, “ the regularity of the working of a properly con- 
structed line would soon compensate for the additional outlay.” —Your 
obedient servant, A PROMOTER.

Re THE AGRA AND MASTERMAN’S BANK (Limitep), Ex Parte 
THE A8sIaATIc BANKING CorporRaTION (LIMiITED).—This appeal motion 
from Vice-Chancellor Wood was brought up for judgment on the I Ith 
inst. The case involves a question as to the effect of what are known as 
‘‘open letters of credit.” The facts are as follows:--On the 3lst of 
October, 1865, the Agra and Masterman’s Bank granted to Messrs. Dick- 
son, Tatham, and Co.,-who were merchants, carrying on business in Cey- 
lon, a letter of credit in the following terms:—‘‘ No. 394. You are hereby 
authorised to draw upon thia bank, at six months’ sight, to the extent of 
£15,000 sterling, and such draughts | undertake to duly honour on pre- 
sentation. This credit will remain in force for twelve months from this 
date, and parties negotiating bills under it are requested to indorse parti- 
culars on the back hereof. The bills must specify that they are drawn 
under credit No. 394, of the 31st of October, 1865.” This letter was 
addressed to Messrs. Dickson, Tatham, and Co., and was signed by the 
general manager and the chief accountant of the Agra and Masterman’s 
Bank. On the 24th of May, 1866, Dickson, Tatham, and Co. drew 
four bills for £1,500 each upon the Agra and Masterman’s Bank, 
and these bills purported, on the face of them, to be drawn in pur- 
suance of the above letter of credit. On the 261h of May, 1866, Dickson, 
Tatham, and Co. sold these bills to the agent in Ceylon of the Asiatic 
Banking Corporation. The letter of credit was then shown to this agent, 
and he indorsed on it the particulars of the bill so purchased by him. The 
official Jiquidaior of the Ayra and Masterman's Bank refused to allow the 
claim of the Asiatic Banking Corporation for thissum of £6,000, inas- 
much as he claimed to set off against that sum a larger sum due to the 
bank from Dickson, Tatham, and Co. The official liquidator of the cor- 
ration carried in his claim against the bank, and on the matter being 
eard by Vice-Chancellor Wood, on the 2ist of December last, his 
Honour disallowed the ciaim. Hence the present appeal.—Lord Justice 
Turner said that whatever might have been the effect at law of the letter 
of credit, it seemed to him that there would have been a very plain case in 
equity for the Court, at the instance of any person who had negotiated 
bills drawn in pursuance of the letter, to compel the Agraand Masterman’s 
Bank to accept and pay those bills. The latter part of the letter was, 
though not in terms, yet in substance addressed to the persons who should 
negotiate biils drawn under the letter, and the whole effect of the letter 
was that the bank held out to those persons a promise that it would accept 
and pay those bills. It would be impossible, in kis lordship’s view of the 
principles of equity, to allow the bank to say to those persons who had 
read and acted upon the letter of credit that it would not pay the bills, 
because a larger debt was due to it from the persons to whom the letter of 
credit was given.—Lord Justice Cairns said that though the letter was in 
form addressed to Dickson, Tatham, and Co., it was evident!y written 
with the intention that it should be shown to the persons who might nego- 
tiate bills drawn under it. The letter was, in fact, a general invitation on 
the part of the Agra and Masterman’s Bank to all persons who should 
read it to negotiate the bills drawn in pursuance of it, upon the faith that 
they would be accepted and paideby the Agra and Masterman’s Bank. 
The essence of the letter was that any persons taking bills drawn under it 
were to have the absolute benefit of the undertaking contained in it, with- 
out reference to any cross claim on the fart of the bank against Hjchaon, 
Tatham, and Co. ; for, if not, the letter would have been useless to them. 
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The claim of the liquidator of the Asiatic Bank must, therefore, be 
allowed ; and the liquidators of both banks must have their costs out of 
the estate of the Agra and Masterman’s Bank. 

Hopcson ano OrHers v. Borcuanpe axpd Oriers.—This was an 
action in the Court of Exchequer to recover damages sustained by the 
plaintiffs, Messrs. Finlay, Hodgson, and Co., on the resale of 470 chests 
of tea sold by them to the defen:!ants, The Svlicitor-General and Mr. 
Cohen were counsel for the plaintiffs ;" Mr. Manisty, Q.., and Mr. F. 
M. White appeared for the defendants. The cefendants carry on a large 
business at Moscow, Konigsberg, and other places, under the style of the 
Koniysberg Commercial Association, and Messrs. Borchardt and Hirsch- 
feld are the managersin England. The plaintiffs were the owners of 670 
chests of Ly-Wa tea, er the ship J7/n, warehoused at the London Docks. 
The plaintiffs authorised Messrs. Moffatt and Heath, tea-brokers, to sell 
the whole for them at a price of at least 2s, Sd. per Ib. Messrs. Moffatt 
and Heath had also on aale 350 chests of tea, ex the ship Eliza Shaw, 
warehoused in the India Docks, but in this tea the plaintiffs were in no 
way interested. The defendants on the invitation of Messrs. Moffatt and 
Co. had taken samples both of the tea ex ./in and the tea ex Eviza Shaw. 
On October 19 Messrs. Moffatt and Co. sold to certain persons 200 chests 
of the Ly-Wa tea ex Min, at 2s. Sd. per pound, and the defendants 
were invited to buy the remainder of the “chop” at the same 
price, but they then refused to do so. On the 23rd of October Mr. Bor- 
chardt, jun., called on Messrs. Moffatt and Co., and asked whether the 
balance of the tea sold at 2s. 5d. was still unsold, and was told that it was. 
On the next day Mr. Borchardt, sen., called on Messrs. Moffatt and Co. 
and asked whether the tea about which his son had spoken conld not be 
sold under 2s. 54. Some bargaining ensued, and Mr, Borchardt at last 
contracted to buy it at that price. ‘he bought-note was the same day 
made out and delivered to the defendants. Oa the receipt of it, however, 
Mr. Borchardt, jun., called on Messrs. Moffat and Co., saying there had 
been a mistake, as his father had intended to purchase the teaer Eliza 
Shaw. On the part of the defendants it was said that they had all along 
considered themselves as purchasers of the tea ec Eliza Shaw; and the 
Jearned counsel endeasoured to show that the words “* Ly-Wa” and Eliza 
Shaw when spoken rapidly might easily be mistaken by a foreigner. 
He also dwelt upon the fact that the tea had been described at 
various times as 440, 430, and 470 chests; and that, in fact, the brokers 
had altogether mistaken Mr. Borchardt. The Solicitor-General having 
replied, the Lord Chief Baroa summed up, and directed the jury to 
answer the following questions:—1. Were Messrs. Moffat and Co. duly 
authorised by the defendants to purchase tea either«xr Min or er Eliza 
Shaw? 2. Were Messrs. Moffatt and Co., having regard to the whole of 
the evidence, authorised by the defendants to buy the remainder of the tea 
ex Min? The jury returned an answer of ‘* Yes, certainly,” to both 
questions. The Lord Chief Baron said that, as that was their answer, 
the contract was binding in law, and directed the jury to return a verdict 
for the plaintiffs. A verdict was entered for the plaintiffs,— Damages, 
£1,076 14s. Gd., leave being reserved to the defendants to move on the 
question as to what was the proper measure of damages. 

Row.ry Mi.cver v. Savcrove.—Mr, Serjeant Tindal Atkinson 
and Mr. Philbrick were counsel for the plaintiff; Mr. Serjeant Parry aod 
Mr. W. ‘I. Marriott appeared for the defendant. This was an action 
brought by the plaintiff to recover damages resulting from breakage to 
certain portions of furniture which had been purchased from the defend- 
ants for the use of Mr. Rowley Miller, at Shanghai, which was alleged to 
have been broken through carelessiess in packing. It appeared that the 
plaintitl had the misfortune to lose his wife previous to the arrival of the 
goods at Shanghai, and, not requiring the furniture for the purpose 
originally intended, they were landed and placed in the godown 
of Mr. Gamvell, and upon their being unpacked portions were found 
to be more or less broken. A survey was held, signed by Mr. Gam- 


well and another, and recommended to be sold by public auction for ; 


account of the shipper, the sale of which realising nearly the cost laid 
down at Shanghai. The plaintiff, however, was of opinion that he was 
entitled to the differenc>, together with 30 to 40 per cent., the estimated 
value had the goods arrived perfect. The case was heard before the Right 
Hon. Sir Fitzroy Kelly, at the Court of Exchequer, Guildhall, on the 
15th and 16th inst., and the jury, after retiring for consideration, gave a 
verdict for the defendants. The costs of this action amount to nearly 
£900, which might have been settled for £30 or £40, but for the spirit io 
which it was demanded of the defendants.

CASUALTIES. 


The Addison, Sloane, from Sourabaya to Amsterdam, went ashere on 
the Hoaks Feb. 9, and subsequently broke up ; master and five men saved, 
master’s wife and child and 19 hands drowned. 

The Jacoba, Schaap, which arrived at Mauritius Dec. 18, from Batavia 
for Amsterdam, had experienced a severe hurricane on Dec. 1,in 13 S., 
91 E., during which she lost topmasts and boats, and sprung a leak. 


The Julic, Guichow, which arrived at Mauritius Dec. 19, from Sumatra 
for Pernambuco, had experienced a cyclone on Nov. 30, which lasted 15 
hours, when she lost mizenmast and all rigging attached, and made six 
inches of water per hour. 


The Heros. Brolin, which sailed from Newport for Singapore Jan. 30 
put back on Feb. 7, with port bow much damaged, having been in collision. 

The Charlotte (Hamburg barque), Petersen, from Manila to Falmouth, 
putin at Capetown, Dec. 31, where she will have to repair, having lost 
topmast, jibboom, Xe. 

The steamer Taiwan, Roper, from Aberdeen to Hong Kong, which put 
in at Ferrol, Spain, on Feb. 9, had pumps choked and compartments 
filled with water. ; 

The Catherina Wilhelmina, from Batavia to Schiedam, which put into 
Scattery Roads leaky Jan. 26, drove from her anchors during the gale of 
the 8th February, and was put on the mud east of Foynes; it is expected 
she will come off without damage. 

Three hundred and twenty-two blocks of tin and two bags of gambier 
have been recovered by divers from the City of Delhi (from Singapore to 
London), which was stranded near Dungeness on Jan. 28.
